The book entitled Incriminating Evidence contains descriptions and images relating to 
sexual violence, sexual abuse, violence, crime, cruelty and torture, in the context of a 
semi-autobiographical account of the author’s childhood sexual abuse at the hands of 
her father, and the effects this had on her. The subject matter of the book and the 
strength of the descriptions contained within it require a restriction to adult readers.
